Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach a vibration isolation table with the following 
elements in combination: a stationary housing with a top surface and an opening n the 
top surface with a primary movable base which is supported by the stationary housing 
and has a hollow cylindrical portion which extends downward into the stationary housing 
through the opening and a flange portion which projects radially outwards from an upper 
end of the hollow cylindrical portion, a pressure chiamber which is between the flange 
and the top surface of the stationary housing, and a swingable rod which is inserted into 
the hollow cylindrical portion, in a manner so that the rod can swing, the swingable rod 
also having a vibration-free movable base mounted to it. 

Japan Publication 2003-056640 shows a stationary base (50b), with an opening 
in the top surface (See Fig. 1) and a primary movable base (43) having a hollow 
cylindrical portion with radial flange, but does not disclose that the primary movable 
base extends through the opening in the top surface of the stationary base, nor does it 
teach that the pressure chamber resides between the flange and the top surface.
